As important as education is to military parents, more than half of all active-duty military 
families live in states with no school choice options at all. Leveraging federal policy to create parent-controlled 
education savings accounts (ESAs) would provide children of active-duty military families with education choice, while 
ensuring federal policies serve military families as well as they serve the nation. 

During this event, Heritage and EdChoice will release a new nationally representative poll of military and veteran 
service members on their attitudes about their children's K-12 education and their opinions on school choice options 
such as education savings accounts. The poll was conducted by Braun Research in conjunction with Ed Choice (formerly 
the Friedman Foundation).

"Of the 50 governors' offices contacted by the Fleritage Foundation, at least 40 -- 20 of the 29 Democrats, one of 
two Independents, and all nineteen of the Republicans-- reported active support for the agreement, with the 
others having yet to go beyond their signing of the February 1993 National Governors Association statement 
backing NAFTA.”
